The Famous English Naturalist Passes 
Away in London. 


LONDON, June 29.—Prof. Huxley, 
distinguished English naturalist,

Thomas Henry Huxley was born May 4, 
1825, was graduated M. B. at the Untversity 
of London in 1845, and a year later entered 
the Royal Navy as assistant surgeon. 

He sailed with H. M. 8. Rattlesnake on 
an exploring expedition to Australla, dur- 


ing which time he sent a number of valua- 
ble papers to the Royal Society. He has 
been Professor of Natural History in the 
School of Mines. Fullertan Professor of 
Physiology to the Royal Institution, Hun- 
terian Professor in the Royal College of 
Surgeons, President of the British Associa- 
tion meeting held at Liverpool in 1870, Lord- 
Rector of Aberdeen University in 1872, Sec- 
retary of the 43 Society, substitute Pro- 
fessor of Natural History for Prof. Wyville 
Thompson at Edinburgh in 1875 and 1876, a 
member of various royal commissions on 
fisheries, vivisection, universities, etc., and 
Inspector of Salmon Fisheries, but resigned 
this and almost all his other offices on ac- 
count of ill- health.

THOMAS HENRY HUXLEY. 


The death of Prof. Huxley removes 
one of the principal figures in the great 
controversial battle which raged for so 
many ye@rs after the appearance of Dar- 
win’s epoch-making book and which left 
the thinking world, or a great part of it, 
in a state of doubt and unrest. 

Prof. Huxley was not an original 
thinker. He made no contributions of 
moment to natural history. But he had 
the faculty of a popularizer and did for 
Darwin and the hypothesis of natural se- 
lection what that great philosopher could 
not have done for himself. He had the 
rare gift of clear expression and ac- 
curacy of logical deduction. He could 
bring the most abstruse doctrines of 
natural science within the comprehen- 
sion of the unlearned and, perhaps more 
than any other man, made the great 
questions of natural selection, the origin 
of species and evolution, topics of every- 
day discussion among the people. 

And besides his intellectual gifts he 
brought to the.controversy the temper 
and habit of a natural born fighter. He 
loved nothing so well as a squabble 
with a bishop or other representative 
of what he regarded as religious big- 
otry. He contributed heat to the dis- 
cussion and doubtless added much to the 
unnecessary bitterness of feeling which 
has not yet passed away. He was a 
thorough-going partisan, who could see 
the truth only. from his own point of 
view, and was not always willing to 
make allowance for the “personal equa- 
tion” in other 


he could not persuade people to accept it, 
tried to beat it into their heads by con- 
troversial battering rams. 

Naturally, with such a temper, he was 
sometimes at a disadvantage, and was 
often worsted in logical fencing matches 
by men of smaller minds, but with more 
self-control and good temper. = 

Of late years Prof. Huxley has been 
living on his past. He preserved his old 
fire and occasionally appeared against 
his ancient enemies, the theologians, in 
papers which showed all the old energy 
but were not satisfactory to the friends 
of his fame, and will probably take no 
permanent place in his work. 

He will be remembered as the friend 
of Darwin and ablest exponent of Dar- 
winism. The works of his earlier and 
better period will always be standard 
and rank only below those of Darwin 
himself as authoritative statements of 
the teachings associated with that great 
name, 


“CUBA LIBRE."’ 


On July 10 a conference of delegates 
from all the Cuban clubs in this country 
will be held in New York to declare 
the independence of Cuba. As a city of 
liberty-leving people St. Louis should 
have representation in that conference, 
if an organization must be formed for 
the purpose. 

The action of this conferenoe, followed 
as it undoubtedly will be by a procla- 
mation from the revolutionary party in 
Cuba, will soon bring the United States 
face to face with the question of recog- 
nizing Cuba’s belligerent rights and ult- 
imately her independence. 

It is probable that the Cuban revolu- 
tionists. will soon have more substantial 
ground upon which to claim this reoog- 
nition than proclamations and guerrilla 
skirmishes. It is evident that the in- 
surrection is far more serious than 
Spain is willing to admit and that the 
revolutionists are gaining unexpected 
successes and strong recruits. The en- 
trance of the Cuban army into the Prov- 
ince of Puerto del Principe coupled with 
reports of fresh uprisings indicates rapid 
headway against the Spanish authorities, 
who are continually calling for reinforce- 
ments. The Spanish commanders must 
fight not only the rebels but yellow fever 
among the regulars and disaffection and 
desertion among the volunteers, 

The United States Government has 
complied with all the obligations of in- 
ternational law by warning citizens 
against violation of neutrality. The re- 
turn of Consul-General Williams to Ha- 
vang is a gratifying sign that the Gov- 
ernment will do no more than its bare 
duty and will not smooth Spain’s way, 
but will insist upon the letter of the law 
in every respect. 

The freedom of Cuba is manifest des- 
tiny. The only question is how long 
Spain can maintain her cruel and wast- 
ing rule. All the blood shed and treasure 
expended in Cuban warfare is wanton 
sacrifice to the narrow and heartless des-

Horses, like men, differ in strength and 
capacity. What would be a cruel and 
exhaustive load for one team of horses 
would be drawn by another team with 
comparative ease.

“weight for the leads they shall draw. 
If the maximum load is fixed so as to be 
within thecapacityof the inferior horses— 
and if it is not then the cruelty to such 
horses is not abated—the owners of zu- 
perior ‘horses are unjustly deprived of 
the legitimate advantages to which they 
are entitled by reason of their larger in- 
Aeatment in these animals. If, on the 
other hand, the maximum is adjusted to 
the capacity of superior animals, the or- 
dinance will bring no advantage what- 
ever to the owners of the inferior horses, 
nor will the cruelty to the latter be in 
the least degree abated thereby. 

The Post-Dispatch is in full sympathy 
with the humanitarian purpose of the 
Vehicle Owners’ Association, but it seri- 
ously doubts if those purposes can be 
subserved by an ordinance of the kind 
proposed. Is it not better to leave these 
matters to the common sense and busi- 
ness interests of those concerned, enforo- 
ing in special cases where horses are 
over-taxed the already existing law 
against cruelty to animals? Is not the 
latter policy more likely to result in les- 
sening the abuse? ! 

At any rate, these are questions to 
which the Legislative Committee and the 
Municipal Council should give their care- 
ful consider&tion before reaching a de 
cision.

and Ireland, whose report establishes the 
injustice of past relations and will save Ire- 
land millions of revenue in the future. The 
report of the Land Commission establishes 
beyond question the landlord robberies of 
the past and confirms to the tenant the ab- 
solute ownership of all improvements made 
since 180.

Ex-Police Officers Sue the City]? 
for Salary and Damages. 


TESTS WITH OTHERS IN SIGHT 


Actions at Law Which Involve a Large | 
Sum in the Aggregate and Affect 
the Police Board's Powers. 


Three damage suits filed yesterday by 
three ex-policemen against the city are 
the delayed aftermath of last September's 
havoc in the force. The plaintiffs are Wal- 
ter Johnson, Peter D. Westervelt and Sam- 


‘uel R. Tubbs, and they ask the courts to 


mulct St. Louis for their benefit in the 
sum of $2,000 apiece. This is to be a balm 
for their wounded feelings and compensa- 
tion for their inability to find employment. 
In addition each of these asks for the salary 
for the unexpired part of their four years’ 
term. Johnson wants $2,000; Westervelt, 
$1,740, and Tubbs, $1,585. 

The importanee of these suits lies in the 
fact that if the plaintiffa win the other 
men dropped last September will call the 
city to account, and the Municipal Treas- 
ury will look like a Government vault after 
a gold shipment. For twenty-four patrol- 
men were dropped last year, and although* 
three of them were taken back, the others 
continue to suffer the ills of private citi- 
ent:

CENTURY ROADCLUBOF AMERICA 


Aims and Purposes of an Organization 
Open to All Wheelmen. 

The Century Road Club of America has 

as its essential object the advancement of 


active road riding among cyclists, and it has 
succeeded in its object despite the argu- 
ment that cyclists require no other incen- 
tive to that end than the bicycle itself. 

The club’s membership roll carries the 
names of a large number of riders who 
live tn all parts of the United States as well 


as abroad. 

The club is modeled somewhdt on the order 
of the League of American Wheeelmen, 
and is as broad in its scope. It is not a re- 
quirement, as some people suppose, to ride 
a century in order to join the club. Any 
amateur Wheelman or _wheelwoman of good 
character is eligible to membership. 

Gold medals are offered for the most mer- 
itorious ride, the highest individual] mileage, 
and the best individual century record 
made during each calendar year. The 
century bars issued to members who ride 
centuries are a source of considerable pride 
to the wearers. They are an indication of 
more than average road riding ability on 
the part of the members who earn them. 

Last year the highest mileage ever rid- 
den on a bicycle in one year was made by 
a member of this club, r. A. A. Hansen 
of Minneapolis, who rode 21,063 miles. Other 
members making notable records were Dr. 
Keim of Philadelphia, 18,538 miles; Milton 
Keim, Jr., 15,168 miles (including seventy- 
eight centuries); R. P. arle, 12,500 miles, 
and C. M. Fairchild, 11,167 miles. 

The Road Records Committee of the Cen- 
tury Road Club did a great deal last year 
toward putting road records on a proper 
basis, and there is every indication that 
during the coming season its work will be 
more appreciated than ever. 

The Secretary of the club, Mr. C. M. Falr- 
child, is located at Chicago, and he is one 
of the hardest workers and most argent 
supporters of the organization. 

The Century Ro Club of St. Louis is a 
branch of the national organization and has 
headquarters on Belle avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street.

among city officials whose duties | require 
them te keep posted and the officers and 
lawyers of corporations interested know 
the exact status of the subway question. 
With the claims under franchises and ordi- 
mnanoces of rival companies, the Supreme 
Court decisions referred to, the rights of 
the city to control its streets, and the 
warious problems unsolved, the whole 
question is replete with intricacies which 
mo one not directly interested is expected 
to have kept track of by following up each 
se separately as it presented itself. It is

the ordinance of the St. Louis 
round Service Co. (generally known 
Sutter Conduit) invalid, the Supreme 
has removed the chief obstacle 
hich has confronted the city in dealing 
with the subway question. 

In February „ ordinance 14,798 was 
approved, authorizing the Nationa] Sub- 
* Co. of Missouri to construct, maintain 
and operate a system of conduits, The 
franchise was granted for thirty-five y urs, 
and among other things it provided that 
the city’s fire alarm and telephone wires 
should be carried free of cost to the city 
and that at the expiration of the franchise 
the city might acquire the plant by pur- 
chase, the value to be appraised by arbi- 


tors. 
u by ordinance 15,953, approved Feb. 6, 
amending ordinance 14,738, the section 
which the city wires were to be carried 
free was re ed, as was also the section 
roviding for the city ee ¢ bipat. 
hile the franchise was extended to fifty 


years. 

A clause providing that the company 
should permit any persons, company or 
companies to use the conduits upon terms 
to be fixed by arbitration, if the parties couid 
mot agree, was also eliminated by the 
sya thus taking from the — 7 — 

character of a common carrier and leav- 

it free to fix its own charges. 
how far tha company, 2 refusing to 
be content with the original franchise, en- 
compassed its own undoing cannot be told. 
The Supreme Court held that the city had 
mo right te grant a private corporation a 
right to the use of the streets for gain ex- 
cept for the public convenience, and refer- 
ring to the amended ordinance referred to, 
the opinion says: After the 
of Sec. 5 of the original ordinance, no obli- 
gation was left on said corporation to serve 
the public in any capacity.” The inference 
is that the amendments destroyed whatever 
chance the company would have had other- 
wise to lay a claim on being a public con- 


, ence. 

Before the ordinance of the Nationa] Sub- 
way Co. of Missouri was approved, the 
franchise was sold on Feb. 6, 1889, to Charles 
Sutter, and the St. Louis Subway Co. was 
organized, and in June, 1889, its plans havin 
been appro the company constructe 
one and teenth miles of subways, 
namely on Broadway from Elm to St. 
Charles, on Market from Broadway to 
Tenth, on Tenth from Market to Chest- 
nut, and on Chestnut from Tenth to Four- 
teenth. But nothing was done with them 
and in June, 1890, the property was bought 
at Sheriff's sale by Emile A. Meysenberg, 
and on Feb. 26, 1891, the St. Louis Under- 

nd Service Company was formed. 
othing was done for three years. As t® 
what the Company was engaged in during 
that time, the Supreme Court decision in 
reviewing the case says: From this ima. 
March 10, 1891, until the summer of 
the St. Louis Underground Service Com- 
pany did nothing in the way of building 
condults. Its energies were directed to 
yenting other corporations, telegraph, 
ephone, and electric lighting companies 
from obtaining permission from the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to put their wires under- 
und.“ 

In May, 1084, after much agitation of the 
gubject of the danger of overhead wires, 
the conduits were first put to practical use. 
The company laid a subway from its Broad- 

ay ducts down Olive, 180 feet to the Postal

It claims 
nothing under any city ordinance. It was 
under its charter that it demanded a permit 
to open the streets, and mandamused the 
Street Commissioner en his refusal to grant 
it. Supreme Court decided without 
passing on the validity of its charter, that 
conceding it had.the rights claimed, it had 
not complied with the requirements of the 
city in haying its plans approved by the 
Board of blic Improvements. In other 
werds, the doctrine that the city alone 
has control of its streets was reaffirmed 
and emphasized. Inasmuch as thecompany 
has applied for and secured a reopening of 
the case the company’s officials will not 
discuss but the city officials deem it 
almost as fully disposed of as a disturbing 
factor, as the Underground Service Co. 
THE EDISON-MISSOURI CO. 

The Ddison Illuminating Co. and Missouri 
Electric Light and Power Co. may be con- 
sidered jointly. They occupy the same of- 
fices and are under one management. Last 
December they applied jointly for a permit 
to go undergroand and, although the Mis- 
sour! Co.’s application was withdrawn 
the application of the Edison Cos now pend- 
ing is on the understanding that both of the 
companies shall use the same subway 
jointly. 

The joint application made last December 
was made under the eneral ordinance 12,723, 
approved March 16, 1884, delegating to the 
Board of Public Improvements the authority 
to regulate the placing of wires, tu and 
cables overhead or undergroun In grant- 
ing the vermit the Board granted it under 
the lighting contracts of these companies 
instead of under the ordinance, As these 
contracts expire in four years, and it is 
provided that the city may acquire the 

lant by purchase at the expiration of 
hat — the combine refused to go un- 
dergroun nder such a permit. 

Last w the Bdison Co, alone 
application for a permit, and submitted 
plans for a conduit system covering the 
territory from entieth to Third and 
Washington, Clark avenue. is was re- 
ferred to a special committee of the Board 
and is otill pending. W. B. Thompson, at- 
torney for the company, said yesterday: 
“The company is acting in good faith. and 
as soon as we get a permit the work will 
be begun. If the city orders us under- 

ound under our lighting contract it has to 
Sear half the expense. We are willing to go 
underground at our own expense, not under 
our contract, but as an electric light and 
power company. 

Mr. Pike, of the same company, ke 
in the same strain, and added that there 
was a great deal of misapprehension as to 
the amount of space occupied by subways. 
He said it was understood that the streets 
would not accommodate more than two 
com les, whereas their plans showed 
that only eighteen inches of space was re- 
quired, and that on this basis every wire 
using company could bury its wires within 
twelve feet of a sixty-foot street. 

THE ST. LOUIS ELECTRIC L. & P. Co. 
e St. Louis Electric Light and Power 
Co. made application on Friday for a per- 
mit to open ground for subway purposes. 
Its plans cover the same territory as those 
of the Edison company. That aplication 
was referred to a special committee and is 
still pending. This company differs from 
the others in that it has ne lighting con- 
tracts with the city; its business is wholly 
commercial and is practically confined to 
the district from Twentieth street to the 
river, and from Elm ‘to Franklin. 
CARONDELET ELECTRIC L. & P. CO. 

The Carondelet Electric Light and Power 
Co. has a contract fer city lighting south 
of Keokuk street. It cannot therefore be 
considered as a factor in the uptewn dis- 
trict, and as none of the other cem jes 

o south of Keokuk there are no conflicting

In dition there are twenty violent | 
wards, four on each floor, and these are 
completely isolated. They are in large 
bays or projections in the rear of the build- 
ing, and each ward has three strong brick- 
walled rooms. A heavy oaken door cuts off 
the ward from the adjacent halls, and con- 
fines them securely. A special tollet- room 
and bath-room is attached to each violent 
ward, and obviates the necessity of taking 
the inmates into adjoining wards, 


The exercise porch, which is on each 
floor, has an iron lattice work that dis- 
— any efforts of the most violent to 
break out. A locked door cuts off the pa- 
tients on the porch from the head of the 
fire escape, which is an iron staircase 5 feet 
wide and surrounded by an iron lattice work 
from roof to ground, in order to pfevent pa- 
tients from throwing themselves off.

REV. LONG’S MOSQUITO CURE. 


Claims He Can Kill hem With Pe- 
troleum. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 2%.—Rey. John O. 
Long, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Babylon, L. I., has commenced 
the work of annihilating the mosquitoes 
which infest the islands and beaches op- 
posite his town. The contract is a big one, 
but Rev. Mr. Long is confident that he 
will be able to successfully carry it out. 
His plan ts certainly an original one. 

Mr. Long. in addition to his duties as 


a minister, ig secretary and head and front 
of the Oak Beach branch of the University 
Extension movement, whose headquarters 
are on the Great South Beach, opposite 
Babylon. Pastor Long is the founder of 
this organisation as well as of the Chantau- 
qua Assembly Association at Point o' 
Woods, which is located fifteen miles east 
on the beach, He has, however, cut loose 
from the latter resort and is now engaged 
in booming solely the University Extension 
resort. > 

Now, the mosquitoes have from the start 
been a menace to the success of the enter- 
prise, and the eynically inclined prophe- 
sied failure, if for no other reason than that 
the mosquitoes would drive avery visitor 
away on short notice. Mr. Long, however, 
obtained the lease of the land from the 
town, organized the company, himself sold 
lots, directed the erection of the pier, 
walks buildings, etc., and then bravely

First he opened up a correspondence with 
A. L. X. oward, Entomologist of the 
Department of Agriculture, at Washington, 
D. C. He also read up extensively on the 
subject of mosquito exterminatio and 
finally came to believe with Mr. Howard 
that refined or crude petroleum sprinkled 
in the ponds and marshes would prevent the 
| hatching of the eggs of the insect. 
| Mr. Long said to a reperter: “I believe the 
experiment will be a success, provided we 
| do not have too wet @ season. In such a 
| case I am not certain of the result. It has 
deen ascertained that one lion of petro- 
leumi judiciously used, will heat a pond 100 
| feet square for the entire season. Of course, 
it it ls very wet and the water remains on 
the dows it will be more difficult, but 
| this © not anticipate. I believe if- the 
eople would make 8 concentrated effort 
hey could banish the mosquito entirely 
in these parts and do it for what they 
expend an “ary wire netting. The 
trouble is they t pull together.’

Hatfield House, the ancestral home of the 
Marguis of Salisbury, again Prime Minister 
of ngland, is a princely mansion about 
nineteen miles north of London. It was 
erected in 1612 by. Robert Cecil, second son 
of Queen Elizabeth's great Minister, Lord 
Burleigh. This ‘distinguished statesman, 
himself hardly inferior in ability to his 
father, practically sueceeded Burleigh as 
the counBelor of Elizabeth and afterward 
of James I., becoming Secretary of State 
under the former and being raised by the 
latter to the peerage as Far!

JAPAN'S LITTLE

Black Pigmies of Her Newly Ac- 
quired Formosa. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The Japanese will accomplish a task 
hitherto deemed hopeless if they succeed in 
subduing the tribes of savages and dwarfs 
which inhabit the interior of their newly 
acquired island of Formosa. These wild 
people have maintained their independence 
for centuries, refusing to be civilized or to 
submit to the yoke of the foreign invader. 

They dwell in the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains, and some of them are head-hunters. 
Bags of peculiar network are manufactured 
by them expressly for the purpose of carry- 
ing heads secured in their warlike forays. 
One of their chiefs when about to be ex- 
ecuted by the Chinese said: ‘I have no fear 
of death: I have taken ninety-four heads 
and only wanted six more to make the 
hundred.” 

These savages are of Malay stock. They 
say that they did not belong originally in 
Formosa, and describe their origin by point- 
ing to the south and showing copies of the 
canoes in which their ancestors are alleged 
to have arrived. Their garb ranges from 
nudity to gayly colored garments of their 
own weaving, made from the fibres of the 
banana and ramie plants, They tattoo their 
faces and build elegant huts of bamboo, 
over the doorways of which are hung as 
trophies skulls of wild boars and apes and 
sometimes tufts of Chinamen’s pigtails. 


Formosa is a part of the great archipelago 
which includes the j cory long pos- 
sessed and misgovern by Spain. In 
Japan's newly acquired island have been 
found skulls and skeletons of people who 
belonged to a rave of black dwarfs, doubt- 
less exterminated there by the Malays. 
Pigmies of the same race still inhabit the 
Philippines. They were called Negritos, or 
Little Negroes, by the early Spanish set- 
tlers. Some of the smaller islands were 
entirely peopled by them. They call them- 
sélves Aetas; they are active, very dark 
woolly, small-headed, and average only 
four feet and seven inches in height. 

They are quite distinct from any other 
known people. Though so tiny, they are 
very muscular, using with ease bows which 
the strongest white man cannot string. 
They are wonderful runners, and their 
senses are astonishingly acute, vig 4 dis- 
tinguish by their odor fruits hidden in the 
thick foliage of the jungle, and recognize by 
smell only from what flowers the bees have 
gathered honey. 

These dwarfs are suppor 
the earliest inhabitants of 
pelago. They invented canoes, the nautical 
qualities of which have astonished English 
sailors. Eventually they became ely 
scattered over the seas of that part of the 
world and on the mainiand as well. Some 
tribes of them still exist in the most inac- 
cessible and unwholesome parts of India, 
where they are known as “man apes,“ or 
men of the jungle.“ 

They will have nothing to do with the 
Spanish, Malays or Chinese inhabitants, and 
intrusion upon their territory is vigorously 
resented, Armed as they are with poisoned 
arrows, the eslightest scratch from which 
means death, they are well able to defend 
themselves. There are parts of Luson in 
which no white man dares to set foot, and 
some of the smaller isles of the up re- 
main to this day unexplored for the same 
reason. 

The dwarfs trade to some extent with 
Chinese peddlers, but in a very peculiar 
fashion. The peripatetic merchant deposits 
money in a designated spot and goes away 
to a distance. In return for it the savages 
leave in the same place such merchandise 
as rare gum, fine woods and the leaves and 
roots of valuable plants, which the peddler 
is able to dispose of in the cities at a great 
rofit. They are always sc ulously 

onest and even liberal in their dealings. 

The chains of hills or belts of jungle must 
not be crossed without formal invitation or 
special permission. Occasionally violations 
of this law cause bloody fights. The little 
negroes are the smallest 1 in the world, 
with the exception, perhaps, of the black 
dwarfs of the Congo, Who are said to aver- 
age only four feet and two and a half 
inches in height.

@ to the extreme wildness of these 
little people and the difficulty of approach- 
ing them, they have never been studted to 
any extent except on the Andaman Islands. 
There the race has been kept particularly 
pure, no intrusion by strangers having 
occurred. At all events there has been no 
settlement by foreigners, though Malays 
and Chinese have for centuries frequented 
the islands for the purpose of gathering 
edible swallows’ nests. 

They have aid traps for the natives in 
order to catch them and make slaves of 
them. On this account the pigmies have 
made a practice of killing mariners who 
chanced to be cast away on their shores. By 
nature they are gentle and kindly. Their 
morals are an rovement on those of 
most White — xual improprie ties are 
almost unheard of among them. Marriages 
between cousins they consider an outrage 
on seems. 

The wife of a chief has an authority 
among the women which corresponds to her 
husband's authority over the men. She 
keeps these privileges when a widow, if she 
has children; otherwise she loses them. 
From 11 to 18 years of age is for both sexes 
a period of rigid abstinence, during which 

must not eat turtle, pork, fish or honey 
articlés of diet which under ordinary 
cumstances are their staple food.

If our mints were to be- 
gin to-morrow coining silver to their full 
as ee and keep it up indefinitely, every 
feid of enterprise, every department of 
production and consumption, and every 
effort for the comfort of the people would

NO. V.—PAYING 98 DOLLARS FOR 


No treatment of the coinage question is 
fair and sufficient that leaves out the mai- 
ter of debt. 

Gold and silver are the constitutional 
money of this country, and the people have 
the right to pay their debts in either or both 
at their option. When gold is cheaper than 
silver, they have the right to pay in gold. 
When silver is the cheaper, then in silver. 
If, when silver is the cheaper, the Govern- 
ment debars them from the advantage by 
refusing to coin silver for them, thus com- 
pelling them to pay in the dearer metal, it 
is an injustice and oppression. 

And yet, this is the very thing the Gov- 
ernment is doing to-day. it forces the peo- 
ple to discharge their debts im gold or at a 
gold standard—which is paying two for one 
—sipce a gold dollar is worth twice as much 
as a silver dollar. 

To state the’ matter in another way, it 
takes twice as much product of labor or 
sweat to pay a debt under the gold stand- 
ard of values as it would take under a sil- 
yer standard—so that the Government is 
forcing the people to pay $2 worth of sweat 
for every dollar of funded debt they owe.

It is said in defense of the act of. 
which dropped the silver dollar from the 
coinage, that at that time gold was the 
standard of values, and had been, for many 

ears. This is true. Gold had been made 
he standard because it was the cheaper, 
and for no other reason. 

Our ratio of the two metals is 16 to 1— 
that is, it takes 16 ounces of silver to be 
worth 1 ounce of gold—and the record for 
a hundred years back shows that it is fair 
and safe, since the two metals, when left 
free to be coined, vary little from this ratio. 

The two metals are better than either 
one for another reason, They afford twice 
as much money; and it needs no argument 
to prove that a plenty of money is better 
than a scarcity. There is estimated to be 
about eight thousand million dollars worth 
of gold and silver in the world—four thou- 
sand millions of each. To demonetize either 
metal imposes a double task on the other, 
diminishes the supply of money one-half, 
reduces all property values one-half and 
makes it easy for combinations of capi- 
talists to produce artificial panics, 


NO. VIII.—HOW TO MAINTAIN PARITY. 

In coining gold and silver into money, 
their relative value ought to be carefully 
determined—that is, it ought to be ascer- 
tained how much an ounce or a pound of 
one metal is worth in the other. This is 
called the ratio, and when it is as¢ertained 
and ed by law, it-ought to be adhered to, 
and e parity thus established carefully 


maintained. 

There will occur slight variations in the 
ratio, as the mines of the world produce 
more of first, one metal, and then, of the 
other; but these slight variations will be of 
little concern, if both metals are given equal 
freedom to assert their value. 

If both were accorded the right of free 
and unlimited coinage, the parity may be 
left to take care of itself. 

On the contrary, if the co-equality of 
coinage rights of the two metals is de- 
stroyed; if one is deprived of this coinage 
right, the parity is unsettled. 

his is the very situation we see, at 
present, in this country. The parity be- 
tween the two mefals has been unsettied— 
wantonly and deliberately unsettled by the 
government itself. The government has de- 
graded its own money, by taking away from 
silver its ancient right of coinage. Gold 
is still coined freely, and without limit, but 
silver is not. 

The chief use of silver is for money, and 
when it is forbidden to be coined into money, 
is it strange that it should lose. half its 
value? Any other commodity would meet 
the same fate if treated in the same way. 
The chief use of wheat is for bread, and of 
cotton for clothing. Suppose wheat was for- 
bidden to be ground into flour, and cotton to 
be wayen into cloth, would not these two 
great staples of our agroulture lose half, 
or three-fourths of their value? 

And the most ludicrous feature of the mat- 
ter is that those who deride silver as cheap 
and degraded, are the very persons who 
persuaded the government to impair its 
value and rob it of ite dignity. They debar 
it from the mints—and refuse it the ancient 
right of being coined into money, and then 
sneer at it because it is cheap. 

The true remedy for the present disparity 
between the two metals is to remove the 
stigma from silver, and give it a chance. 

e can “maintain the parity,’ as it is 
called, by making silver money redeemable 
in gold; but this would be unjust and pre- 
posterous—unjust, because forcing the peo-
